Tributes to Hackney Learning 
Trust Head Tricia Okoruwa 

TRICIA Okoruwa, the Head of Hackney Learning Trust, has 
died of cancer, aged 50. 

Tricia was born in Scotland, where she qualified as a 
teacher, and also taught in Paris and Tower Hamlets, 
before moving to De Beauvoir Primary School in 1 992. 

She worked tirelessly to improve standards, and in 2000 
became headteacher at Kingsmead Primary School. 

Within two years of her leadership, results at the school 
were above the national average, and in 2004 she was 
elected Principal Primary Adviser of the Learning T rust. 
Alan Wood, Director of Children’s Services, said: 

“Tricia was an inspirational leader. Her devotion to 
the importance of education and the way it created 
opportunities for young people shone through all of her 
work. She always referred to herself as a teacher and her 
passion and drive were honed in the two decades she 
taught in Hackney.” 

Linder Tricia’s lead, primary school test scores across 
Hackney went from being bottom of the country to above 
the national average. One of her proudest achievements 
was the ‘Get Hackney Reading’ campaign, which united 
parents, schools, voluntary groups and businesses with a 
focus to ensure that every child in the borough could read 
by the time they were seven. 

In August 201 2, she progressed to become the Head of 
Hackney Learning Trust. Tricia is survived by her husband, 
Colin, and their three children.

Orchards create a natural 
hub for communities, a 
place where people can 
get together and learn new 
skills, as well as enjoying the 
fruits of their labours.” 

Ten new community 
orchards are set to be 


created in London, with 
a further 50 due to be 
restored, all by 2017, as 
part of the scheme which 
is run by the Urban 
Orchard Project, with 
support from The Bulmer 
Foundation and Heineken. 
In total, 100 orchards are 
planned nationwide.

Boy, 15, sentenced to nine 
years for shooting Shereka 

A 1 5-YEAR-OLD who shot and killed his girlfriend, Shereka 
Marsh, has been sentenced to nine years in prison. 
Shereka, also 1 5, was a student and prefect at The 
Urswick School, E9. She died after being shot in the neck 
at a house in Hackney Wick, on 22 March, where she went 
to give her boyfriend a birthday present. 

The boy had been looking after the gun, plus ammunition 
and body armour for a man he refused to name. The 
weapon had been fired in a gangland shooting just days 
before Shereka was killed. 

The boy, who cannot be named for legal reasons, was 
found guilty of manslaughter and possession of a firearm 
with intent to endanger life at a hearing in the Old Bailey on 
29 September. He was given a nine year sentence on 27 
October, with an added five year extension to the period 
he must serve on licence. Judge Charles Wide QC said: “I 
have no doubt at all you pointed the gun at Shereka and 
pulled the trigger to frighten her and you shot her dead.” 
The boy had a history of violence with two previous 
convictions for robbery and had also been excluded from 
school three times. 

Shereka’s mother, Shyrine Mills, said: “Shereka would 
have been a valuable member of society. But sadly those 
dreams will never reach fruition.”

T WO years ago, 
Jasmine Jobson, 
then 17, was 
introduced to 
Maggie Norris, director 
of The Big House 
Theatre Company. She 
had been in care and, from 
the age of 11, began to 
get into trouble with the 
police for selling drugs 
and shoplifting. 

Jasmine says: “I’d 
probably be in prison right 
now if The Big House 
wasn’t there. I was fighting 
all the time.” 

She’s highly articulate, 
confident and intelligent, 
with a steely determination 
to stay focused, despite 
recently encountering yet 
more challenging problems 


in her personal life. 

She’s currently in her 
third production with 
The Big House, based 
at Hackney Downs 
Studios, and has recently 
auditioned for two major 
feature films, including the 
latest ‘Star Wars’. 

But she’s not a unique 
success story. Maggie 
Norris has been a positive 
influence in many young 
Londoners’ lives. Most had 
either been through the care 


system or in prison. 

In fact, this year The Big 
House received a Centre 
for Social Justice (CSJ) 
charity of the year award, 
in recognition of their work 
with young care leavers. 

Maggie started her career 
as an actress, playing 
Claire Palmer on 
‘Coronation Street’ during 
the mid-nineties. She then 
turned to writing and 
producing, and worked as 
the artistic director for 


Only Connect, a 
charity that works with 
ex-offenders to produce 
plays and cultural events. 
From there, she formed The 
Big House, working with 
care leavers at a high risk of 
social exclusion. 

She runs a tight ship, 
and acknowledges that 
things have been extremely 
difficult at times. Maggie 
says: “It’s not woolly, 
or relaxed. Some of the 
problems we’re dealing with 
are very extreme. 

“Jake, who was in (Big 
House’s second production, 
‘Baby/Lon’), was referred 
by Westminster Council’s 
social services team but 
didn’t turn up. I went to his 
hostel in Soho because I was

so frustrated that this boy 
I’d heard so much about 
wasn’t coming. So, I 
stood outside his room 
for an hour and 20 minutes 
until he came out. Now, 
he is in college, and seeing 
his journey progress - 
seeing people progress - 
is the real joy.” 

The first two Big House 
productions, ‘Baby/Lon’ 
and ‘Phoenix’, took three 
months to create. During 
rehearsals, care leavers 
shared their stories in open- 
hearted sessions, which 
influenced the plots. The 
resulting productions 
were visceral and fast- 
paced, bubbling with 
energy and sensitivity. 

The Big House’s 


forthcoming production, 
urban musical ‘The 
Realness’, stars performers 
from previous Big House 
productions, alongside 
trained actors. 

It’s the first musical 
from the company, and 
the first time they’ve held 
auditions for roles. The plot 
deals with people who, as 
ex-offenders, struggle with 
rehabilitation after prison. 

Dymond Allen, 35, plays 
Leroy in ‘The Realness’, 
and has worked with 
Maggie since her days with 
Only Connect. As a youth, 
he was in and out of prison, 
using and selling drugs and 
doing ‘gangster-ish’ things. 
Each time he went to prison 
he vowed never to return, 


but the temptation of his 
former life lured him back. 

Dymond says: “When I 
heard Maggie was starting 
her own charity for care 
leavers, I knew it was 
something I wanted to be 
part of. I definitely relate to 
‘The Realness’. 

“Even if you haven’t been 
in prison, everyone can 
relate to trying to give up 
something bad and being 
enticed back into it.” 

Dymond has known 
Maggie for about six 
years and previously 
performed in an Only 
Connect production ‘His 
Teeth’. He studied acting 
at Anna Scher Theatre, in 
Islington, before he went 
to prison, and later got a 


scholarship to Sylvia Young 
Theatre School. 

He has worked in peer 
support for adults and 
young people with drug 
problems, and is now 
studying business. His 
dream would be to combine 
youth work and acting, in a 
role similar to Maggie’s. 

“I love working with 
Maggie,” says Dymond. 
“Even if she was the boss of 
a road sweeping company, 
I’d be working for that.”

P ROFESSOR 

Jane Anderson, 
consultant 
physician and 
director of the Centre for 
the Study of Sexual Health 
and HIV at Homerton 
hospital, qualified as a 
doctor one year after the 
virus was discovered. 

From the very beginning 
of her medical career in the 
1980s, Professor Anderson 
has been involved in 
the care of people with 
HIV. She says: “During 
the course of my own 
professional career, we’ve 
gone from essentially fire- 
fighting the illnesses that 
HIV causes in people to 
being able to now control 
viral activity. 

“It’s quite extraordinary, 
and had you asked me in 
1984 - which was when 
I qualified as a doctor - 
where we were going to 
go, at that point we were 
only just identifying the 
cause, never mind thinking 
about treatment.” 
Professor Anderson 


has recently featured in 
an exhibition at Somerset 
House, ‘100 Leading 
Ladies’, which documented 
the achievements of 
women over the age 
of 55, as well as being 
voted one of the 50 most 
inspirational women by 
Health Service Journal. 

She became a consultant 
at Homerton hospital 
in 1990, and went on 
to establish the research 
centre in 2004. At first 
the hospital was treating 
around 30 people with 
HIV, now there are 
over 1000 people being 
cared for. 

Professor Anderson 
says: “In the UK we have 
some of the best medical 
outcomes for HIV in the 
world, which is a tribute 
to the NHS. Our health 
economy ensures that 
people are able to access 
the care they need. It’s 
something we should 
be very proud of, and 
something that we must 
ensure we look after in 


what are difficult times.” 

HIV was discovered in 
1983, two years after the 
first documented case of 
AIDS. Since then, medical 
professionals have come a 
long way in understanding 
the illness. 

Early detection means 


that people with HIV can 
now live as long as people 
without the virus. 

In a borough as diverse 
as Hackney, there is 
a particularly high 
prevalence of HIV. One of 
the biggest concerns across 
the country is that people 


may not know they have 
the virus. 

Professor Anderson says: 
“If we take the number 
of people in the UK living 
with HIV, which is about 
100,000, we know that 
probably one in five of 
them remains undiagnosed. 

“But we’ve found out if 
GPs offer rapid screening, 
people are diagnosed 
earlier in the course of their 
infection.” 

The HIV services offered 
in the borough have been 
expanded and developed in 
response to the increasing 
numbers of people using 
the facilities. 

Making sure that women 
get the right access to 
the right services is also 
particularly important 
to Professor Anderson. 
Across the country, about 
30 per cent of people living 
with HIV are women. Yet 
in Homerton’s clinic about 
60 per cent of the patients 
are women. 

Professor Anderson 
says: “Partly that figure is 


to do with the population 
we serve here; it’s such a 
diverse population and 
there are so many people 
with African heritage or 
linked to parts of the 
world with high rates 
of the virus.” 

So what is it about 
Hackney that makes 
Professor Anderson want 
to work here? 

She says: “Hackney is 
one of the most gloriously 
diverse places to work in 
the country, and it has 
got the most amazing 
vibe here. It’s always 
interesting.” 

National HIV testing 
week takes place from 23 
to 30 November. You can 
get a free, confidential HIV 
test from Homerton Sexual 
Health Services or from 
your GP.

HAYDN’S ‘Life on the Moon’ is a light- 
hearted opera which explores cunning 
tricks, scientific skulduggery, and love. The 
plot involves a wealthy miser (Buonafede) 
who is tricked out of his fortune by a 
quack astronomer (Ecclitico) who deceives 
Buonafede into believing that women who 
live on the moon are obedient. 

In order to be transported to this celestial 
body, Buonafede agrees to drink a potion 
which will enable him to ‘fly’ there. In reality 
he is drugged, while his own back garden is 
transformed into a lunar landscape. 

Cal McCrystal’s rendering, performed by the 
English Touring Opera (ETO), took an already 
preposterous premise, and threw in a liberal 
helping of slapstick and surrealism. It’s not 
often you LOL at the opera, but it really was 


a laugh-a-minute. 

McCrystal played fast and loose with operatic 
convention, with an expertly-drilled cast 
executing some slick slapstick manoeuvres 
reminiscent of Chaplin and Laurel and Hardy. 
This late Baroque/early Classical work was 
authentically reproduced from a musical 
perspective, expertly performed by the five- 
strong ensemble accompanied by the Old 
Street Band. 

Not an interpretation for the purist perhaps, 
but McCrystal’s offering would have been a 
revelation to newbies who may have had the 
perception that opera is ‘long and boring’. 
The ETO is performing a season of Italian 
opera at Hackney Empire from 7 to 14

OOTBALL and TV 
stars have spoken 
out about prostate 
cancer, which 
affects one in four black 
men over the age of 45. 

EastEnders star Rudolph 
Walker and premier league 
coach Les Ferdinand are 
two of the high profile 
names helping to raise 
awareness of prostate 
cancer among black men, 
along with resident Errol 
McKellar, who runs a 
garage in Hackney. 

He was chosen as the face 
for the NHS advertising 
campaign after surviving 
prostate cancer following 
diagnosis in 2010. 

Errol decided he was 
going to speak to customers 
about the importance of 
early diagnosis. Of the 
3,000 people he talked to 
about the disease, 29 men 
have since been diagnosed 
with prostate cancer, 16 of 
whom are black. 

He also offers discounts 
to customers if they agree 


to speak to their doctor 
about prostate cancer. 

Errol said: “My view is if 
you can save one person 
a day you’re doing 
something. Men 
need to get rid 
of this macho 
attitude which 
makes them stubborn 
about seeing 
their GP. It’s good to 
speak to women as well 
because they make sure 
men get seen.” 

Rudolph, who plays 
Patrick Trueman in the hit 
soap, said: “As a black man 
my risk of getting prostate 
cancer is significantly 
higher than the one in 
eight risk faced by all men. 
Too many black guys are 
unaware of their increased 


risk 

and this 
needs to 
change if 
we are going 
to beat this 
disease.” 

Les Ferdinand, 
former England 
international and 
Premier League 
coach, added: “We 
as black men need to 
openly discuss prostate 
cancer as we’re more at 
risk than any other ethnic 
group.” 

Prostate cancer is the 
most common form of 
the disease in men in the 
UK. It accounts for 12 per 
cent of cancer deaths and 
four per cent of all deaths 
in England. However, it 


accounts for 22 per cent of 
cancer deaths in black men 
and eight per cent of all 
deaths in black men. 

In Hackney alone, there 
were 303 diagnosed cases 
of prostate cancer between 
2010 and 2012, which is 
22 per cent higher than the 
average across England. 

The ‘Be Clear On Cancer’ 
campaign is running in six 
London boroughs. 

Information events about 
prostrate cancer are set to 
take place on 8 November 
at Ridley Road Market. 
Also on 8 November, 
there will be a stand at the 
Oliver Samuels Comedy 
Event at Hackney Empire; 
and on 9 November, street 
ambassadors will 
distribute leaflets outside 
UCKG Church, Brenthouse 
Road, E9.

Nearly 80 per cent of diabetes 
patients receive key checks 

PEOPLE in the City and Hackney who are diagnosed 
with diabetes are more likely to receive checks that help 
monitor and minimise complications associated with the 
disease than anywhere else in the country. 

Results of the 201 2/1 3 National Diabetes Audit, which 
has just been published, showed that 78 per cent of 
City and Hackney patients received all of the key checks 
recommended by the National Institute for Health and 
Care Excellence compared to just 59 per cent nationally. 
The key checks comprise of blood glucose, blood 
pressure, cholesterol, eye screening, foot and leg health, 
kidney function, weight and smoking status. 

Dr Clare Highton, Chair of City and Hackney long term 
conditions board, said: “Some 13,000 people in City 
and Hackney are living with diabetes. Lifestyle factors 
such as smoking, diet and exercise all play a key part in 
preventing Type 2 Diabetes, the most common form. 

“We are very proud to be the best in England at providing 
proper checks for people with diabetes.” 

Patients who are unsure if they have had all of the 
checks, or are worried about diabetes, should speak to 
their GP or practice nurse.

Call for black community to 
give blood and save lives 

YOUNG, black residents are being urged to donate blood 
to boost life-saving supplies. 

Donations of rare blood types, which are more common 
among black communities, are particularly needed. 

They will be used to treat blood disorders, such as sickle 
cell anaemia, which are more likely to affect members of 
the African Caribbean community. 

Resident Shalona Willie, 27, fell critically ill with sickle 
cell anaemia five years ago, when she was 38 weeks 
pregnant. She said: “My red blood count was at its 
lowest and my body had had enough and was on the 
verge of giving up. 

“Luckily blood was available for a transfusion and a day 
later my daughter was born a healthy 61b 1 4oz.” 

Black donors are also needed for the British Bone 
Marrow Registry, which holds details of blood donors 
who have volunteered to donate stem cells to patients. 
Donors can join the registry by asking at the session, 
before they give blood.

Battlefields and banquets 


By Sally England 


O NE of the most 
infamous events 
in British military 
history took place 
on 25 October 1854: 
the Charge of the Light 
Brigade at the Battle of 
Balaclava during the 
Crimean War, when 
the cavalry launched a 
disastrous frontal assault 
on Russian guns. 

Of the 670 men who 
set off - following 
miscommunicated orders 
-118 were killed, 127 
wounded, and 60 taken 
prisoner. Only 195 men 
were still mounted, and 335 
horses were killed, or had to 
be destroyed. No significant 
tactical gains were achieved. 

One of the survivors was 
Hackney resident William 
Pennington, the son of a 
Shacklewell schoolmaster. 
Albert Pennington had 
wanted his son to follow 
him into the teaching 


profession, but young 
William was always set on 
a military career. He first 
joined the navy in 1851, 
aged 18, but after three 
years seeing the world and 
earning the nickname ‘Sailor 
Bill’ he enlisted in the army 
and was soon on his way to 
war. 

He was involved in the 
occupation of Bulgaria 
and the Battle of Alma, 
but Pennington’s most 
significant activity was at 
Balaclava as a member of 
the 11th Hussars. 

He never reached the 
intended target of the 
Russian guns, after he was 
shot through the calf and 
his horse killed under him. 
Rescued and remounted 
by a sergeant major 
from the 8th Hussars he 
engaged in fierce combat 
with Cossack cavalry until 
the enemy pursuit halted 
when the Heavy Brigade 
literally rode to the rescue. 
He was then able to find 
safety and treatment for his 


wound. Pennington never 
returned to active service, 
and was invalided home the 
following year. 

Although he wrote a 
number of autobiographies, 
none make it clear quite 
what course Pennington’s 
life took when he 
first returned to 
civilian life. 

He was 
certainly 
working 
for the 
Post 
Office 
in Derby 
for a while, 
but was 
soon back in 
Hackney, teaching 
elocution at a school in 
Colvestone Crescent. 

He stayed in the area for 
the rest of his life, living 
at a variety of addresses 
including 475 Kingsland 
Road, 13 Sedgewick Street, 
22 Mountford Road, 84 
Princess May Road, and 34 
Albion Road. 


Possibly as a result of his 
teaching work which would 
have involved recitation, 
by the early 1860s 
Pennington had embarked 
upon an acting career. His 
performance as Hamlet 
at Sadlers Wells in 1870 
was seen by Prime 
Minister William 
Gladstone, 
and in 1872 
Gladstone 
invited 
Pennington 
to give an 
afternoon 
recital at 
Carlton House 
Terrace. 

Among the 
audience was Queen 
Victoria’s daughter, 

Princess Louise, and it 
was through her eagerness 
to find out more about 
the actor’s former career 
that Gladstone learned of 
Pennington’s military past. 
He became Gladstone’s 
favourite tragic actor and 
enjoyed a successful stage 


career for many years. 

At a dinner held at 
Alexandra Palace to mark 
the 21st anniversary of the 
Charge in 1875, Pennington 
recited Lord Tennyson’s 
famous poem on the subject 
both in the afternoon 
and the evening. Shortly 
afterwards he modelled as 
the central, shocked and 
unhorsed Hussar for Lady 
Elizabeth Butler’s famous 
painting ‘Balaclava’, now in 
Manchester City Gallery. 

Three years later he 
appeared at the Standard 
Theatre in Shoreditch in 
‘Balaclava’, a production 
Pennington dismissed 
as ‘most inadequately 
mounted’. Although he does 
seem to have been a stickler 
for every little detail, it is 
understandable that random 
explosions interspersed with 
narration by one actor on a 
podium might not exactly 
convey ‘the gallant 600’ 
charging to their deaths. 

Pennington retired from 
the stage in 1891, although 


he still performed at a 
fundraising testimonial held 
for him at Shoreditch Town 
Hall in 1900. 

Pennington died in 
May 1923, aged 91, at his 
home in Albion Road, the 
last survivor of Balaclava 
from the 1 1th Hussars. He 
was buried in Abney Park 
Cemetery with full military 
honours, his coffin borne on 
a gun carriage accompanied 
by a firing party from 
the 13th-18th Hussars 
marching with arms 
reversed. Three volleys were 
later fired over the grave.

The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by Hackney residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough elections 
took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee the Council and 


its services. They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local representative 
and ask them to take up issues that may 
be of concern. Generally they can help with 
Council related matters, but if the issue is the 


responsibility of another person or organisation, 
councillors can often point people in the right 
direction and tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors representing areas 
called wards - see map below. 



Hackney has an executive Mayor, Jules Pipe, who is not a 
councillor, but is directly elected by the entire borough. 

The Mayor is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the 
budget and all Council services. Civic and ceremonial duties are 
undertaken by the Speaker of Hackney who is elected annually 
from among the borough’s 57 councillors. The current Speaker 
is Cllr Sharon Patrick.

For the fish cakes 

•400g white fish fillets, skinned and 
cut into chunks 
•Yz red pepper 
•2 red chillies, chopped 
•3 spring onions 
•2 cloves garlic, chopped

•1 tbsp Thai fish sauce 

• 1 tbsp chopped fresh coriander 
(leaves and stalks) 

•1 egg 

• 1 tsp sugar 

•80g French beans, sliced thinly

•1 cucumber (grated) 

•Handful of beansprouts

• Juice of one lime 

• Large handful of chopped coriander 

• 1 finely chopped red chilli. 

Method 

• Put the chopped coriander, red pepper, red chillies, 
spring onions, garlic and lemongrass into a food 
processor along with Thai fish sauce, egg and sugar. 
Blend until smooth 

• Add the fish chunks and continue to blend into a coarse 
paste. Stir in the sliced green beans and leave to chill in 
the fridge for 2 hours or more 

• Divide the mixture into 1 2 pieces. Shape into a ball and 
then flatten into a 5cm disc 

• Heat the oil in a large non stick frying pan and fry the 
fish cakes in batches for 2-3 minutes on each side, until 
golden brown. Place the fish cakes on a baking tray and 
keep warm in the oven 

• To make the salad: add the grated carrot and cucumber, 
shredded lettuce and beansproutto a salad bowl 

• Mix together all the dressing ingredients. Add more lime, 
sugar or vinegar to your liking. Pour onto the salad and 
mix thoroughly.
